Fears Entertained Regarding Safety of 


French Vessel

LONDON, April'4.—It is believed 


the steamer Bambara, now on her 
flrst trip from Marseilles 
to Dakar, 


French West Africa, with a cargo of 
gunpowder and^ dynamite, has been 
blown up at sea. Lloyds say there is 
reason to fear*disaster. 


The captain of the French schooner 


Assomptlon reports that on March 28 
ne saw a brilliant flashlight, which 
was followed by a loud'explosion. The 
crew of the Bambara numbered thirty- 
five men and carried six passengers. 


DEATH CAME 


UNHERALDED 


George Kelley Jk Kilted by the 


Terrible Electric Current 


Yesterday. 


Like a flash of lightning from 
a 


clear sky come the 'electric bolt that 
sent George B. Kelley to his maker. 


The fatal accident occurred at 10:55 . 


yesterday morning on the power line 
of the Truckee River General SJlectrio 
Company near Huffaker. 


The deceased, with 
seven 
fellow 


workers, was engaged taking out the 
slack in the "dead" wire, an unused 
pi-itUn- of 'the transmission system. 
This line was ground at Farad ana 
Virginia City, and ground chains were 
also used as a further precaution M- 
tvoii poles apart. 


K«>;ley was astride of the arm on a 


pole and was working away. 
One 


of his companions who was watching' 
him saw a flash, and the young man 
pitched forward, but didn't fall from 
the pole, even though he was, not 
wearing a safety belt. 


Swiftly and tenderly the poor dis- 


figured body was taken to the ground.' 
Faint breathing was detected and arti- 
ficial respiration was kept up. 
The 


V. & T. local conveyed the young man 
to Reno, where he died without any 
sign of returning consciousness or evt • 
dences of pain. 


The body was taken to the morgue, 


where an inquest will be held tomor- 
row morning. 
The funeral will take 


place In Carson, where he resided1. 


William Stimson, who had charge of 


the line crew, informed a Journal In- 
terviewer last night that 
the fatal 


shock must have been occasioned by 
static electricity. Kelley was burned1 


in the palm of his left hand and wrist 
and on the back of his right hand. 
Being left handed, there. Is a theory 
that he may have been clutching with 
his left hand and giving a backward 
signal with his right, but Mr. Stimson 
says that there was no occasion for 
h>m to give a signal "at that time. 


An examination of the body at the 


morgue showed that In addition to the 
marks on the hands and wrist, the de- 
ceased's arms and neck are slightly. 
mottled, evidencing the course of the 
current, which Inariably destroys the 
walls of the blood corpuscles and ren- 
ders the blood aqueous.
